Abstract/Prescription:   
Age structure, growth and regeneration of black ash populations were studied at fourteen
sites in MI,WI, and MN.  Tree measurements and increment bore samples were taken.
Annual radial growth curves were compared/analyzed with age distribution diagrams.

Results:
• Advance regeneration is released during major disturbance events
• Stand establishment of multi-cohort ranged over a period of 70 to 150 years
• Major disturbance always preceded the establishment of a single cohort
• Decline or crown dieback can be caused by winter flooding and freezing or summer

drought.
• For success in regeneration, do not restrict flow of water by damming.

Discussion/Recommendations:
• Maintenance of some mature black ash trees for viable seed production has the

potential to sustain regeneration
